Alberta Federation of Labor has 
declared unequivocally against 
any modification of the prohibition 
legislation in this province. A re- 
solution introduced by the Brew- 
ery Worker’s Union of Calgary 
asking for endorsation of the res- 
olution passed at the Quebec con- 
vention for 2% per cent beer was 
rejected by a vote of 45 to 37 at 
the Tuesday morning session. 

The convention was more even- 
ly divided on resolution introdue- 
ed by A Farnsworth of Calgary, 
reiterating the demand for a pro- 
vincial department of labor ad- 
ministrated by a member of the 
cabinet council holding the port- 
folio of minister of labor. This 
resolution was carried after a hot 
debate by a vote of 45 to 37. 

The feature of the convention 
whieh is interesting to the dele- 
gates and the public is the dem- 
arcation between these two fact- 
jons and the frequent flare-up of 
smouldering jealousy in the heat- 
ed debate, which foreshadows a 
serious struggle for supremacy as 
the political policy of the convent- 
ion develops. On the labor de- 
partment resolution the reds, the 
miners and the Socialists, who ha- 
ve put up the red badge voted to- 
gether with a few recruits from 
the moderates, and the discussion 
was entirely along the line of in- 
dustrial unionism as advocated by 
the socialists versus legislative ac- 
tion along the lines of the past few 
years by the moderates. 

When the temperance question 
came up, however the entire con- 
vention was jolted by the spectacle 
of Jos. Knight, Mrs. Knight and 
J. T. MeGuire, leading Socialists 
of Edomnton, throwing their 
whole weight, and that of a cer- 
tain part of their following, ag- 
ainst the proposal of the brewery 
workers. The brewery workers 
advocated 21% per cent. beer for 
the avowed purpose of reducing 


the unemployment occasioned in 
their ranks by prohibition and to 
offset the use of hard liquors cir 
culated by bootleggers.

‘here will be some changes in the 
make up of tho legislature. Meas:s. 
Cross and Gariepy ‘have-retired from 
the ministry and Messrs. MceKuy and 
Cote have come in. This will make no 
change in the personnel of the legi 
lature as the retiring ministers retain 
their seats in the house. Only one 
change has been mdde in thehouse, J. 
J. Gaetz being elected to the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Senator 
Michener. 

“It is more than likely, however, 
there will be a complete house. Last 
year four of the members of the op- 
position were absent because of their 
duties at the front... It ig expected 
that they with all the other overseas 
members will be present to take part 
in the deliberations of the legislature. 

It is announced semi-officially that 
the government legislation will be 
light. 

Hon. Mr. McKay, minister of health, 
has some legislation in the form of 
amendments to the health act. The 
health legislation is a sufvival from 
territorial days and the recent epid- 
emic has shown how ineffective it real- 
ly is. The amendments will be in the 
light of the tragic experience of the 
past few months. It is expected also 
that there will be some amendments in 
the hospital act, making this import- 
ant bit of legislation more workable. 
* The Attorney General is expected to 
bring in some changes in the Factory 
Act. Labor legislation dealing with 
the Mechanic’s Lien Act is expected 
There may be some changes in the 
Workman’s Compensation Act. 

But all of this legislation is largely 
non-eontroversal and will not cause 
very much discussion. 

One of the first important moves to 
be made will be the appointment of op- 
position members of a leader. It will 
be remembered that last year Senator 
Michener resigned somewhat hurriedly 
and the opposition was taken by sur- 
prise, and Mr. Hoadley accepted the 
leadership as a temporary appoint- 
ment. It was suggested—at the same 
time that a party caucus should be 
called to select a permanent chief, but 
none has been called. One of the rea- 
sons for a temporary selection last 
year was that a portion of the mem- 
bers were overseas and it might be un- 
wise to make any permanent selection 
until they returned. There will be 
the same obstacle for a permanent ap- 
pointment at this session. The pros- 
pects are that Mr. Hoadley will be 
appointed permanently, though Mr. 
Ewing of Edmonton, is mentioned. 
Some members of the party were in- 
clined tagriticise Mr. Hoadley because 
he offered no very vigorous opposi- 
tion in the government. However, he 
was adhering to the traditions of the 
leaders of opposition in most of the 
British Dominions, and assisted rath- 
er than obstructed the government 
during the war. 

Two matters of particular inter- 
est ‘are likely to lead discussion in 
the legislature. One is the report of 
the government conference with the 
other provinces and the negotiations 
with the Dominion about the owner- 
ship of the natural resources. The 
longest provincial convention at Otta- 
wa held during a recess in the session. 
In that discussion the most vigorous 
critic of the government was A. G. 
MacKay, now a member of the govern- 
ment. : 

The other subject likely to be intro- 
duced in some form which will lead 
to much discussion is the school ques- 
tion. The province of Saskatchewan 
has amended the school act, prohibit- 
ing the teaching of any second lang- 
uage but French. It is expected that 
the province of Manitoba will adopt 
similar legislation and, may make no 
exception at all. The ‘Alberta legis- 
lation is similar to that which Sask- 
atchewan amended. The present act 
provides that any second language 
that rate-payers may choose may be 
taught for one hour during the school 
day, Though ratepayers have not 
taking advantage of such priviledges 
it has been largely because of discour- 
agement on the part of the Alberta 
government. Whether or not the gov- 
ernment will ask for any changes has 
not been announced, but it is very 
probable that the question will be 
brought up in the house and if so, it 
will lead to a keen discussion. 

Soldier legislation will likely be in 
troduced and the question of read- 
justment and reconstruction will be 
under discussion for a portion of the 
session. Twelve members of the leg- 
islature have seen service overseas. 
They include one general, one colonel, 
one major one N.C.O., one nursing sis- 
‘er and lieutenants and captains.

Sergt. Charles Smith said that when 
acting as orderly sergeant, he received 
complaints from the men that there 
was not enough food and that it was 
cold. In France, the witness said, a 
man was entitled to a pound of bread 
daily. He declared that on the day he 
acted as orderly sergeant the men did 
not get at all three meals more than 
half a pound of bread, 

Sergeant Smith said that meat was 
left on th etable by men, but “it was 
meat taht no human being could eat.” 

He spoke of one night when the men 
were served with bread, cheese, pickles 
and something which was served out 
for jam. The “jam” was brought 
from the galley in a dishpan—about 
six pounds for 140 men. 

“Did you,’ Mr. Orde, government 
/counsel asked of Sergt Smith, “hear 
lanything of bad eggs being served to 
the men?” 

“Yes” was the reply, 
a chicken in his egg.” 

“Did you hear of that?” counsel 
asked in astonished tones. 

“T saw it, Sergt. Smith quickly res- 
ponded. “It was brought to the ser- 
geants room for us to see.” 

But Sergt. Smith admitted later that 
to have an egg on a ship was “buy- 
ing @ pig in a poke.”

“First, we can, no doubt, sell to 
Germany and to some of the Allies 
and neutrals, who are able to and 
must pay in equitable and receivable 
securities in some form for the food 
that they require as commercial tran- 
saction. 

“Second the liberated areas and 
some of the Allied countries to 
which the United States can tempor- 
arly extend loans under its present 
legislation. 

“Third, peoples who must have as- 
sistance in a large way from the Am- 
erican people in a manner which can- 
not be provided for under any of the 
present available funds. 

“The allied governments have ex- 
pressed willingness to join in the pro- 
vision of food stuffs and final help for 
these areas, but their situation today 
as every day depends to a large de- 
gree upon the finance and supplies 
from the United States. We anticip- 
ate fewer difficulties with overseas 
transportation than with other items. 

“It appears jo the Allies and our- 
selves only just that inasmuch as a 
large part of the difficulties of the lib- 
erated territories are due to the ruth- 
less action of German arms the Am- 
ericans should be called upon to pro- 
vide ships to transport food supplies 
to these’ areas, and it will certaimly 
be made a condition of the allowance 
of any food supplies to Germany that
